“Inquiry at the post-office de- 
veloped the fact that the new 
combined stamped envelope and 
letter sheet. which was recently 
placed on sale are taking a firm 
hold on the business men, and 
are selling very readily. As an 
experiment 1,000,000 of the 
stamps were distributed among 
the 28 first-class post-offices. If 
the demand there for them 
proves to be as great as expected, 
the smaller offices will at once 
be supplied with them. It is pos- 
sible that curiosity has height- 
ened the demand to an unnatural 
point during the past few days, 
but the envelopes are so handy 
and clever of contrivance that 
the popular verdict can hardly 
fail to be favorable to them.

An attempt was 
made by Postmaster Gen. Howe 
to carry out the law, but the 
contractor who was to have pro- 
vided the letter-envelopes did not 
fulfill his contract, and nothing 
was done. It was not until Mr. 
Vilas(the Postmaster General), 
came into the Cabinet that any 
notice was taken of the law 
which had been a _ dead letter 
since its passage. Mr. Vilas was 
sanguine of the scheme’s success 
and the contract for the supply 
of letter envelopes was given to 
Mr. L. H. Rogers, of New York, 
who had taken out a patent for 
the device, which is in use to-day, 
on July 1, 1879. The company 
which Mr. Rogers had formed to 
manufacture letter envelopes was 
authorized by Postmaster Gen. 
Vilas to supply the people with

For the 
moment at least, the stamps of 
the United States, Russia and 
Korea will get an_ increasing 
amount of attention throughout 
the world. 

Of the stamps of the United 
States and Russia, there is cer- 
tainly no short supply. The form- 
er produces all issues in multi- 
million quantities while the lat- 
ter has generally produced suf- 
ficient labels to keep the lanes of 
philatelic commerce well filled. 

With Korea, the picture is al- 
most the direct opposite. Never 
a popular country from the phila- 
telic standpoint, the stocks of that 
country’s stamps in the hands of 
the world’s dealers is practically 
nothing. 

Between 1885, when the first 
two stamps were issued, and 1905, 
when the Japanese took over the 
country, there were fifty-two 
major varieties printed... All of 
them had a conventionalized Yin 
Yang symbol in their design with 
the exception of a commem in 
1902 for the 40th anniversary of 
the reign of Emperor Kwang Mi, 
jand a series in 1903 which fea- 
tured a falcon in the central part 
of the design. 

After 1950, the stamps of Japan 
were used exclusively, since it 
then became an integral part of 
the Japanese Empire. 

It was not until 1946, that an- 
other issue of stamps for use in 
an independent Korea made its 
appearance, They were produced 
for use and issued under United 
States Military rule following Ja- 
pan’s defeat in World War II. 
They consisted of several Japanese 
stamps surcharged with a new 
value and a new national desig- 
nation. 

In that same year, the new 

south Korean government entered 
into the manufacture of stamps, 
the first series released being six 
for regular postage. Also pro- 
|duced in 1946 were commems for 
the first anniversary of the libera- 
tion picturing a map and dove, 
and one to mark the resumption 
of postal relations with the United 
states which had the VU. S. and 
Korean flags in its design. The 
latter stamp was immediately 
popular with collectors in this 
country for that reason. 
_ Five more regulars were issued 
in 1946, as was a single commem 
marking the 500th anniversary of 
the Korean phonetic alphabet. 

1948 saw but three stamps, two 
regulars, and a commem ‘showing 
a letter encircled globe to note 
the resumption of full mail serv-

Denmark Aliers 
Postal Stationery 


Three pieces of Danish postal 
stationery have been affected by 
the recent increase in postal rates 
in Denmark. They are an air- 
letter, a stamped envelope and a 
letter card. 

According to Thorsten Ingeloff 
of Karlstad, Sweden the existing 
airletter having an imprinted 
stamp of the 40 ore denomination 
of the King Frederick IX design 
has had a 10 ore dark violet of 
the Scott type A32 (numeral of 
value) added to it to bring the 
face value to 50 ore. 

The 20 ore red stamped enve- 
lope has had an additional imprint 
of the 5 ore rose lake stamp of the 
Scott type A32 design to bring the 
total face to 25 ore. 

Changing of the rate on the 20 
ore red letter card bearing the 
king Frederick [X design was ac- 
complished by surcharging the 
imprinted stamp with a new de- 
nomination of 25 ore with bars 
blocking out the original value. 

The above changes were made 
to conform with the new rate of 
25 ore for the domestic latter 
rate, and for the 50 ore air letter 
fee.

Due to the 
forgeries some denominations of 
the original issues are more valu- 
able cancelled than unused, thus 
proving their official status. 

8. That any Turk can still have 
a stamp harem, if he can pay for 
it, by getting the issue of 1935 
showing seven of the famous 
women of the world. The up- 
keep of a harem in stamps is less 
expensive than one in the flesh. 

9. That Tripolitania on its semi- 
postal issue SP29 shows a statue 
of Venus of Cyrene. It is evident 
that the old gal ain’t what she 
used to be. 

10. That the stamps of the Pap- 
al or Roman States showing the 
Papal Tiara and Keys of St. 
Peter had only three issues from 
1852 to 1870. The money de- 
nominations of Bajocchi and 
Scudo changed with the second 
issue to centimes. During this 
period the United States was of- 
ficially represented by diplomats 
at the Papal Court, one of whom 
was the paternal grandfather of 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt.

Let The Devil Take The Hindmost 


And that is just what has been happening with too many stamp 
collectors in the past several years and the devil has been taking 
too many of them. 

One of the old adages 





of stamp collecting has always been that 





pleases. Some have glorified this adage 
to the extent that they think the new col- 
lector should be left wholly to his own 
choice as to what he will do and how he 
will do it. 
of new recruits every year who flounder 
around and never get a decent start be- 
cause they do not know what to do or 
how to do it and no one seems to take 
enough interest in them to help them, Too 
often if someone does offer advice an- 
other man is apt to advise something dif- 
ferent. Another is apt to tell the collector 
that one of the nice things about collecting 
stamps is that everyone can collect as 
they please so that the new recruit is up 
a dark alley with the devil close at hand 
and getting nearer every day. 
Eventually the devil catches him and 
he is done as a stamp colector. Facts of 
ok: the se are that out of the many thou- 
“ sands of persons who get interested in 
GEO. W. LINN stamps every year, but a very small per- 
centage survive and become real collectors, There is a reason for 
this and if we can plug up that hole then we will beat the devil out 
and save a lot of these people to the hobby and that is what we 
need. More serious collectors. 

Did you ever see anyone win a prize at a stamp show for dis- 
playing a miscellaneous collection of 50,000 different stamps or any 
such accumulation of stamps. No, the prize winners are those 
who have picked out some one or a group of countries and built up 
a collection on their choice. The prize winners are the collectors 
who have a program mapped out and who are following that pro- 
gram and when they come to the end of the road and have their 
collection put up for sale there are eager buyers for it, for they 
have something that the dealer can use. ; 





Today, too many are grabbing nothing but current issues and | & 


trying to make a collection. For such issues there is no printed 
album available. To get a complete album for all stamps of the 
world is a very costly thing and few can afford it. Thus the col- 
lector who has no program but takes anything that comes along is 
soon swamped with a miscellaneous mess of stamps in small en- 
velopes, in shoe boxes or tucked away in other places and he soon 
gets discouraged. He wants to sell out then and quit. His accumu- 
lation is only a mixed lot of stamps of low value and there are 
few stamp dealers who can afford to buy such material. The cost 
of sorting it and putting it in stock is prohibitive. As a result the 
collector can expect but little for what he has accumulated. 

Let us figure he has spent a hundred dollars in the vear. 
has very little chance of getting back 10% of that sum. — 
should this same man have spent his hundred dollars on one country 
and wanted to sell out within a year he could have got back some- 
where up to 40 or 50% of his cost. We must remember that the 
legitimate dealer profit can not wash up in a years time but if this 
man had held his collection for five to ten years, he would stand 
a good chance of getting back almost all it cost him and possibly 
more, depending on just what country he collected. 

Definitely we have come to the point where it is up to the 
stamp collecting and stamp dealing fraternity to take a hand and 
defeat the devil. We should take hold of the new recruits and try 
to get them started along the right lines and not ask them to shift 
for themselves. 

In cities where there are stamps clubs an effort should be made 
to contact these new collectors and instruct them in the right man- 
ner, Where there are no stamp clubs, the stamp dealers should 
make it a point to act as mentor for any new collector who appears. 

Encourage the collector along some one definite line of effort. 
It makes little difference what that line may be so long as there is 
a definite program laid out and the collector is encouraged to 
concentrate on that program. If he does so he will eventually ac- 
cumulate some sort of a collection that will be move or less thorough 
and thus full of interest for himself and his fellow collectors. He 
will soon think of showing his collection, taking pride in it and 
becoming a man who is recognized for his knowledge of the stamps 
he is collecting. 

To collect everything as it comes along today is a tremendous 
task, As we have said, few can afford a complete album. Most 
any other is of little value as one acquires too many stamps for 
which there are no spaces and then he is in a jam as to what to do 
with them. If he tries to work out blank albums for a miscellaneous 
mixture from all over the world, the job is such a big one that he 
is again soon discouraged. Now, if he can lay out an album for a 
single country and expand it as his collection grows he has some- 
thing that will hold his interest and make him a good prospect for

America 
no longer thinks of persons of a 
distant land as foreigners for we 
now say “Sister nations” and that 
is what we are striving for in our 
peace movement and negotiations. 

The individual exchange of the 
stamps of different nations brings 
together persons of similar likes 
and hobbies, promotes friendly 
discussions through the mails. We 
may initiate a contact with our 
most recent stamp issues, especial- 
ly the Freedom issue, and _ be 
amazed with what pleasure the 
recipient replies. 

Thanks and a return offering of 
some of our much wanted little 
beauties for our albums are sent 
and soon a friendship is establish- 
ed that will allow the sending of 
news items and clippings from 
papers here about our policy of 
peaceful understanding and our 
wish for cooperation. 

Persons to whom we write are 
proud of their heritage of science, 
discovery, art and tradition, and 
tell us of it and we respond with 
ours, and explain the meaning of 
our commemoratives, and the 
great contribution the heroes pic- 
tured have made to the cause of 
freedom and democracy. 

The rising generation in Europe 
has much to unlearn about Amer- 
ica. Many grew up under a reign 
of misrule. Stamp hobbyists may 
initiate a “Voice of America” all 
their own with the mails as their 
medium instead of radio. 

Language is rarely a barrier to 
a distant correspondence, for in 
most countries the schools require 
two years of English. That is 
why many schools here are adopt- 
ing a plan of letter exchange. 

The youth of Europe need to 
know about America’s idea of 
freedom, for they want no more 
war. Some have not forgotten 
the days of hunger and privation 
| of recent years—they suffered 
enough for a whole generation. 

We as individuals must each do 
a part in convincing other peoples 
that America is far from the war- 
monger some elements paint her 
to be. 

Send a view card of the statue 
of Liberty to some one today, and 
tomorrow another, then write a 
letter, send a few new stamps—a 
card of a public school or a 
church, a patriotic poem—many 
ideas come when one has started 
this relationship. 

There will be friendly replies. 
Try it. It works.

Nearly all collectors at one time or another have gotten pre- 
cancelled envelopes and probably through habit have placed them to 
one side with other accumulated material, thinking to some day get 
them out and to learn about them. The actual collecting of precan-

A description of the major 
varieties are as follows. 

The envelopes which are pre- 
cancelled by a contractor for the 
work by the government came in 
three distinct types according to 
the Hoover Bros. Precancel Cata- 
log. They are types 1, 2 and 3. 
Most common of the three is 
type 1. Type two is distinguish- 
able from number 1 in that it is 
smaller in size. Type 3 is a recent 
addition. 

Any types which do not con- 
form to those above are the work 
of local printers. 

Where the state name in the 
precancellation is abbreviated, the 
main type number has a suffix 
of the letter “a,” such as la, 2a 
or 3a. 

Where the name of the state 
is spelled out in full, the type 
numbers bear the suffix of the 
letter “‘b”, such as 1b, 2b or 3b. 
As to the envelopes, there are 
three sizes of the le denomina- 
tion which receive the precancel- 
lation; they are the small size No. 
5, the medium size No. 13 and the 
large size No. 8. The envelopes 
also appear in different colors of 
white, amber and blue.

The envelopes themselves can 
vary as to whether they have 
high cut backs, or low cut, and 


whether they have flaps which 
are gummed or ungummed. 

Imprinting of the stamps on the 
envelope is made from two dif- 
ferent type dies also, According 
to the Scott Catalog, Die A has 
a wide “C” in the word “CENT” 
and Die E has a narrow “C.” 

Each envelope also bears a wa- 
termark of the letters “US” in 
which are entwined the year date 
when that watermark came into 
use. It is easy to read it if the 
envelope is held up to a light. 

Since 1925, these government 
stamped envelopes have been 
printed through contracts let 
every four years at the beginning 
of a new contract. 

To date the following years 
have been watermarked:—1925, 
1929, 1933, 1937, 1941, 1945 and 
1949. 

Originally, the issuance and the 
use of precancelled envelopes be- 
came effective under Section 
435% of the Postal Laws and Reg- 
ulations which section governed 
their use in the 1925 and 1929 
watermarked series, 

Later, such issuance was made 
under a revision to Section 562 
P.L. & R., and today a further re- 
vision has been made to Section 
34.66. 

Precancelled envelope collec- 
tors will not have to worry about 
such matters as size, backs, flaps 
and watermarks unless they col- 
lect the entire envelope. For 
convenience in mounting, space 
saving, and a reduction of bulk, a 
number of collectors only mount 
the material after the area around 
the stamp has been trimmed to a 
size of 2 inches high by four wide 
(see illustrations above). 

There will still remain the die 
and color varieties in addition to 
three types of precancellation. 

The 2” x 4” cuts can be mount- 
ed in nearly any type album, but 
the entires (whole envelopes) 
can only look well in a cover al- 
bum. A few collectors rather 
than mount their material on 
pages file it away in special fil- 
ing cabinets, 

Two collectors who have been 
at the hobby for a number of 
years have accumulations of 7400 
different from 2950 towns, and 
8500 varieties from 1760 towns re- 
spectively. That will show you 
that there are enough items to go 
after to keep you busy for a long, 
long time. 

Not only do _ non-collectors 
throw away these _ precancelled 
stamped envelopes but many phil- 
atelists do as well. So if you make 
it known that you collect such 
material you should have not too 
much difficulty getting specimens. 





















In any event, you should gain ' 
some very’ useful philatelic 
knowledge in the precancelled en- ; 
velope field.

Mail Boat Serviced 
Ships In London Port 


A number of stamp collectors 
when in Detroit make it a point | 
to visit the Detroit River area to 
watch the now privately owned 
mail boat deliver and accept mail 
from the large lake freighters and 
other vessels passing through. 
Formerly, this service was oper- 
ated by the United States Post 
Office Department but discontin- 
ued as a government project 
when the cost of its operation 
went beyond what was considered 
allowable, 

A similar service existed on the 
Thames River in the London, Eng- 
land docking area in the early part 
of this century. In describing the 
service, a reporter of that time 
wrote: 

It is probable that London has 
the distinction of being the only 
port where ships lying at anchor 
are privileged to have their let- 
ters delivered to them by river 
postmen, it being customary at 
other ports for sailors to apply 
personally for their letters unless 
the ship is in dock. 

The Thames is divided into two 
postal districts each under the 
control of a river postman who de- 
livers letters and parcels every 
morning in a craft which resem- 
bles a fisher boat more than any- 
thing else. 

Of these districts the first ex- 
tends from the Custom House to 
Limehouse, and the second from 
Limehouse to Blackwall. 

The river postmen start punc- 
tually on their rounds at eight 
o’clock every morning and it goes 
without saying, there is only one 
delivery a day. The mail bag 
might include as many as 500 let- 
ters but this quantity is increased 
many times over during the 
Christmas Season. 

As he glides from ship to ship 
the postman calls out “Ahoy 
there” and hands up the letters at- 
tached to a boat hook to the wait- 
ing crew. It only takes from four 
to five hours to deliver the mail 
so that the postman does not 
waste much time. 

In foggy weather, it takes con- 
siderably longer owing to the dif- 
ficulties of finding the various 
ships and of steering between the 
large vessels as they lie at an- 
chor.

These are obtainable without cost 
on application to the Philatelic 
Club at the address above. The 
number of tickets are limited— 
they will be distributed on a first 
come first served basis, 


Method Of Dispatching 
Telegram Was Unique 


Among the unique methods 
used for the dispatching of a tele- 
gram was that followed when 
Baden was still an independent 
state and not a part of greater 
Germany. 

When a traveller in the grand 
duchy of Baden wanted to send 
a telegram while riding on a train, 
around the turn of the century, 
he wrote the message on a post 
card with the request that it be 
wired, added a stamp and then 
deposited it in the train letter box. 

At the next station the box was 
cleared of all mail and the mes- 
sage sent,

In 1638, the municipal archives 
of Copenhagen record that ‘the 
local hangman, Gaspar, had re- 
ceived four rigsdaler for the cure 
of two sick children who were 
confined to the infirmary. 

In 1638, Christian VI summoned 
the executioner of Gluckstadt in 
Holstein to examine the diseased 
foot of the Crown Prince. Of 
course this act did not go over 
too well with the court medico, 
Henry Koster, physician in ordin- 
ary to king. In a letter to Ole 
Worm, a leading Danish doctor of 
the day, Koster complained bitter- 
ly of the slight which had been 
directed his way by the king. 

He wrote that for two whole 
months, the hangman, “who is as 
fit to treat the case as an ass is to 
play the lyre,” had the case in 
hand and the doctor was not asked 
his advice. 

Again in 1681, Christian V gave 
a fee of 200 rigsdaler to the Co- 
penhagen hangman for curing the 
leg of a page. In 1732, Bergen, 
an executioner in Norway was 
authorized by royal decree to 
practice surgery. 

_In spite of such early competi- 

tion, a lot of which was encour- 
aged by royal patronage, the me- 
dical profession has advanced, in 
many instances farther than the 
folks it is treating. The only place 
it can be considered behind pre- 
sently is in the matter of collect- 
ing their just fees. Some people 
can’t see paying the doctor. 

Betcha they didn’t owe their 
bill for very long when the “doc- 
tor on the case” was the local 
executioner!

like service than had been pro- 
vided under the government sys- 
tem of operation. 

This offer was made by W. D. 
Boyce of Chicago to the joint com- 
mittee of Congress which had re- 
sumed its-sessions in New York 
City on November 26 for the in- 
vestigation of postal abuses, and 
which had been entrusted with 
making the necessary recom- 
mendations for reforms. 

The syndicate felt that money 
could be made from a monopoly 
of the postal business. It pointed 
out that whereas the government 
had failed to make the Post Of- 
fice Department a paying institu- 
tion, the syndicate with the in- 
troduction of business methods 
could put the Department on a 
dividend paying basis. 

Some time previously, the Wells 
Fargo Express Co. had _ seen 
enough money in the monopoly to 
offer the government a bonus of 
one million dollars a year if per- 
mitted to run the post offices. 

The proposition broadly stated, 
was that the government should 
withdraw from that field of con- 
trolling a public utility and place 
the business of transporting and 
delivering the mail in _ private 
hands. The syndicate was will- 
ing to assume the payment of a 
rental fee to the government for 
the use of the post offices though- 
out the country, but the govern- 
ment for its part had to pay the 
regular fee for its mail, which was 
then carried free. ’ 

A rough estimate at the time 
had it that the two would bal- 
ance each other out. 

In submitting his group’s pro- 
position to the government Mr. 
Boyce stated that: 

“A careful comparison of rates 
charged for first and second class 
postage with the rates contained 
in the proposition showed that it 
would make an average saving for 
the coming twenty years to the 
government and general public 
of $100,000,000. 

“We propose to perform all the 
services now rendered the public 
by the Post Office Department 
and carry out ali treaty stipula- 
tions and contracts and to take 
the entire receipts arising from 
the postal service as full com- 
pensation for the rendition of all 
paid services now performed by 
the Department and pay all salar- 
ies and expenses necessary to 
carry out the terms of such a de- 
tailed contract as will accomplish 
fully the objects sought, namely: 

“The reduction to the public by 
one half of all postage to be paid 
on first and second class matter, 
or le an ounce or fraction thereof 
on first class and %c a pound on 
second class matter. 

“The wiping out of the deficit 
}annually occurring in the opera- 
tion of the postal service as a gov- 
ernment department. 

“We will pay into the United 
States Treasury all net profits ac- 
cruing over 7 per cent interest on 
capital invested. 

“We are convinced that because 
of the great increase in the den- 
sity of the population and the

in matters of transportation.

Committee session there appeared 
a group of publishers who even 
as today were submitting organ- 
ized protests over the govern- 
ment’s intention of increasing the 
second class rate for publications. 

William A. Glasgow, Jr. of

“jaundiced eye.” He did not be- 
lieve that there should be an in- 
crease in second class rates but 
was willing to have the law 
strengthened if the existing sta- 
tutes proved inadequate for the 
eradication of the abuses. 

It is to the credit of Postmaster 
General Cortelyou that he came 
to the New York meetings to hear 
at first hand the publisher side 
of the matter. 





I believe that it was mentioned 
here some time ago, but some of 
you who are new, or didn’t re- 
member, want to know what is 
the definition of an essay and a 
proof. 

An essay is a stamp design 
which is submitted to the proper 
authorities, usually the Post Of- 
fice Department officials, for their 
approval. This can be anything 
from a crudely drawn sketch such 
as President Roosevelt submitted 
to the Postmaster General for 
several of the stamps in which he 
| was interested to a finely made 
| work of art. 

Actually, if the design of the 
submitted model or drawing var- 
jies in any way from the finished 
| stamp, it is called an essay. 

A proof is a print from an of- 
| ficially approved and completed 
| stamp die, which in itself is not 
| a stamp. 
| It can be any color, including 
that of the finished stamp, and it 
| can be made on any type of pa- 
| per. 
| A die proof is taken directly 
| from the die itself, while a plate 
| proof is taken from a stamp print- 
| ing plate.

them through the post offices. The 
government carefully avoided 
shouldering any risk in the ven- 
ture. According to the terms of 
the contract the paper is to be 
made under government super- 
vision in New York City or Hart- 
ford, Conn., where government 
inspectors are already stationed. 
The expense of creating new in- 
spectorships was thus avoided. 
“The die of the stamp was 
made by the government at the 
contractor’s expense, and if the 
contract is not carried out this 
die will return to the government. 
The contractors are bound to 





supply the sheets to the post offic- 
jes free of all charges for trans- 
| portation. The government gets a 
| very nice slice of the profit made 
| by the sale of the letter-enve- 
j}lopes. The public pays $23 for 
|}each thousand sold, and out of 
| this $20 goes to the government 
for postage stamps in full at 2 
cents apiece, and 15 cents addi- 
tional for putting the letter-enve- 
lope on sale. The contractors 
have to get their profit out of the 
remaining $2.85. Still further to 
guard the government against 
loss it is provided that the con- 
tractors are to be paid only for 
the sheets sold.
